It ia beliovod tliat witli 
iho preauiit protective tarilV tlio piojoct 
would pay largely. " 'L'lie auyar crop of 
therSahdWioK' Islands is controlled by 
San Franoiacb refiners who, under tlie re- 
ciprocity treaty witli Hawaii, are enabled 
to lonlizo ononnoua profits. A supply of 
raw auKurs from that source for a Victoria 
rotinory may tUeieruiu be rcgardsJ f.s ont 
of tlio question; but there remain the 
Central American States where sugar is a 
staple production and wiiure it can alwaya 
bo obtained upon very advmitagoous 
terras. The Canadian tarilT ia especially 
fnvorablo to tho iniporlulioH ol 'raw'siii}- 
ais, and no other articles of Canadian 
nuuint;icturo enjoy so large a nieasine of 
protection as refined sugars. The capital 
required in tho establishineut of a rotin- 
ery wbbld be contidorablo; but there is 
reason to believe that it would bo forth- 
coming. A short time since a few public- 
spirited and wealthy citizens took over 
tho Albion Iron Works -supplying a capi 
tal of §300,000; and another syndicate 
purchased three provincial lines of stoani- 
l)0,Us and consolidated theui.

And the use of steel in ship- 
building is growing very ra])id!y. The 
Shipjiiiiii M'l/r/i/ says that there arc now 
being built in Brit.ain 784 iron or steel 
ahips, aggregating more than 1,000,000 
tons, aud it adds that "in 1870 only throe 
per cent, of tho metal vossels were built 
of steel; iu 1880. the per centai(e of steel 
vesseia to the total was 7; in 1881, nearly 
10; and of the ve.isels now beiiiiz buili 
nearly ono fiftli in toiuiagc are of steel. 
Tho diderenco in first, cost of iron and 
steel vessels l"*-'* been reduced to about

A great shout of assent, 
foUowexl by long and continued cheer- 
ing, mingled with a few cries of "No," 
brought the meeting to a close. On 
questioning Col. Statham afterward, he 
said Uiat when -Mr, Bishop lia<l reached 
the last figure he (Col. Statham) forgot 
whether it iwas 4 or 0, It was when 
he was trying to recall the lignre that 
Mr. Bishop hesitated and grasped his 
hand. He tMeto decided for the 1, 
which Mr, Bishop then wrote down.

Itoin 
hardt was found to be badly shot iu the 
left breast, the whole portion of that

-A runaway horao 
attached to a light bu"gy, in which w'oro 
seated four young people, approached the 
draw of tho Harrison-street bridge last 
night at a furioua gallop and [duiigeu into 
the river, the briJge having been .■swung 
lo allow the passage "f a vesael. The 
buggy waa nrocipitMted int" the livcr and 
all four wore drowned. 

D wight, 111., July i:}. — Andrew White, 
a wealthy farmer living near this place, 
was recently placed in a private insane 
asylum, owing to iinpairniftnt of hia men- 
tal faculties, caused by close attention to 
hiuineas; ho thon became strongly pos- 
se.'iaed with tho hallucinaticiii that his 
wife and children tried to rob hiui of hia 
projHirty. He escaped from his retreat a 
tew days ago and proceeded to his home, 
ami arriving there in tho middle of the 
night waited till morning, when he called 
to his wife to come and welcome him. 
His wife and two children aged 10 and 
12 years, came at once, and he allowed 
each to caress him. Ho then drew a re- 
volver and shot and instantly killed hia 
wife and followed this by murdering hia 
two children, and thon made the tragedy 
complete by killing himself. 

CnicAGO, July 13, — Last evening Lizzie 
Robinson, a nieco of Balaton, the San 
Francisco banker, r.iado a second attempt 
at suicide early lost ni{{ht. She was 
found lying in a baseraotit of a building 
at 192 South Clark atreot atupitied and al- 
most inanimate; but waa afterwards re- 
vived. 

Chicago, July 12. — Meuibora of the so- 
ciety of Orangemen of this city, to tho 
number of 100, paraded this morning in 
honor (if tho anniversary of the battle of 
the Boyne. They afterward took a train 
out of the city for the purpose of holding 
a picnic. No disturbance of any kind 
was created along tho line of march, al- 
though the column at times was subject 
to mild' jeers. 

Vfezt Indies. 

Havana, July 12. — A sheet signed by 
Chief Boneatthea, inciting the people 
rebellion, has been put in circulation. It 
says bands are being recruited with men, 
horses and ornis for revolutionary pur- 
poses. No importance whatever is at- 
tached to tho sheet, the people of Cuba 
desiring peace. It merely shows that tho 
nuny bands of robbers desire to give 
iheir movements a political character. 
Kcji lie Cuba urges the goverunient to or- 
ganiiu guerrilla companies lo suppress 
the baiidiia.

Lo>'i>o.s, Ont., July 11. — At 2 o'clock 
thi.s morning the aeliool boll in the vil 
l-ajo of J^etersville, a suburb of LotuUm, 
began to clang llic alarm, which in due 
time was taken up by the city fire hells. 
The morning was euim and still after a 
storm, an tho citizens, when aroused by 
the bolls, beard tlie air Oiled with shrieks 
nud cries. The thriving suburb nanied , 
comprising about IGOO soula, had been 
suddenly ovorwlicliiied with terror, caused 
by a tretnendous cloudburst some dozen 
miles up the country. Thu water rolled 
down in ono resistless wave, raising tho 
l iver to twelve feet above the ordinary 
Hood mark and destroying about 200 
dwellings. 

Tho village to-day prosonbs a picture of 
sickening ruin, brick houses being level 
led and frame ones either carried bodily 
down the stream or tumbled over and 
over and left in inextricable confiisioi). 
People took refuge on the roofs of tho 
buildings that remained statidiii!;, until 
relieved by men wiili btiata, winch work 
Dccupied six hours. .Many of these ueo 
pie had to cut their way out through the 
roofs with axe>i, Ro sudden was thccatas- 
truphe. Men who left their homos to 
rouse the neiglibi.rs found thoniselvos 
borno away on the crest of the tlnod, 
while their houses and little nues wore 
carried down by thu same mad cuiri'iil. 

One house tloated down with lighta 
burning inside, aud iiihabiled by a lady, 
Miss Wright. ft struck tho railway 
bridge and tho lady was taken out a ray- 
ing maniac. A cradle passed down amid 
tho confusion, containing a baby which 
waa dead. A little boy pa.saed nver the 
water works dam and waa engulfed. 

It is aupposeii there was a. great Insi of 
lifo, as fifty persona remain to-night un- 
accounted for. This afternoon the Water 
works' pumping house went by the board. 
Tho pleasure steamer Princess Louise, 
costing S10,000, went over the d^in and 
took an iron bridge along with her. All 
the iron bridges havo gone except one, 
atid the city is iaolated tn-night. Tho 
fires in the g.is works wore e.xtinguislicil , 
.•did the mains were broken bj' the wash- 
out, an<i llie city is also in dtirkneas. 
Daniel Collins' ice houae was swept away, 
togolher with fillOO tiuia of ice and eight 
houses. 

Cidlins' hall ill Peteisville is now lilled 
with refugees. Churches and resiliences 
nn high ground are also tilled. L. R. 
.leti'rey threw open his houie mi a neigh- 
boring height, and had tables spread on 
the lawn t-o feed the hungry refugees. A 
mass meeting of citizens was held tonighf 
to deviao relief ineaaures. 

Lo.s■Do^, July 12. — There is iiothiug 
new to i-oport in regard to the fiood. Tho 
wilier has subsided, and gangs of men are 
busy cleaning out tho houses, aud cndea- 
voiuiiig to make such as were not curried 
.away liabilttble. Active relief mensiiros 
are on foot, and all of the diatrossed are 
temporarily provided for, cither in pri- 
vate houses or at the expense <.'f the city. 
No more bodies havo been recovered, but 
many are missing. Property destroyed 
by tho flood is valued at half a inillinn 
dollars. 

Ori'AVVA, July 12. — .Another crib of tlu- 
Carillon dam, ten feel in height, hits been 
carried away, taking with it about thirty 
feet of tho superstructure. Tho break is 
now about thirty feet wide, but owing to 
tha high state of tho main river the water 
in tho canal has not fallen to any jjerccpti- 
ble extent. 

Lo.vDoN, July 12.— No more deaths arc 
roporteti or bodies found. The water has 
subsided to a normal level. Citizens are 
furnishing relief, and railway trains will 
probably be running regularly to-mor- 
row. 

Toi'.o.N Id, .luly 12. — The anniversary 
of the battle of tho Boyne Wiis celebrated 
throughout Ontario by processiuiu in the 
forenoon, and pionioB aad games in tlie 
afternoon. At Montreal there was no 
outdoor celebration, and everything was 
very quiet, In tho evening tho orange- 
men had a meeting in their hall. 

ToBO:sTO, July 12. — Throo thousand 
Orangemen celebrated the anniversary of 
ilifl battle of the Boyne to-day by a pub- 
lic procnasion and afterwards enjoyed 
games in the provincial exhibition 
grounds. Everything was quiet. 

OrPAVVA, J uly 12.— A special commit- 
tee for considering the question of indo- 
pendeiicoof the great priory recommends 
a severonce of tho connection with the 
great priory of England. A resolution 
was passed authorizing the grand priory 
tfl carry out the rocommondationi, 

QoEBEC, July 12. — The govcrnmont 
immigration agent here states that the 
Irish assisted to Canada this season are 
not paupers, and none of them even have 
been in the poor h. otiae. 

Oaufox&la. 

Marv.sville, July 12. — Yeaterday 
Haggerty and Henry Dowling, two hold- 
ups, met Janica Linn and a Swede, three 
miles from town. Shooting Linn and 
boating the Swede with a club, they then 
robbed theiu of a few dollars. Last, even- 
ing Hagoetty and Dowling wore arrested 
and locked up, and afterwardc taken 
from the jail and hanged by the citi;iens. 
Linn and the Swede will die. 

Chancellor Hartson, internal revenue 
collector, took possession laat night of a 
Chinese cigar factory, operating under 
the name of the Chicago company. There 
wero about 40 workmen employed iu tho 
factory. Tho rovonuo oflicers made an 
appraiaoraent of tho stock and other prop- 
erty on liand this morning. Thero wore 
found 25C0 iKiunds of leaf tobacco, 060 
pounds cuttings, 250 molds, two presses, 
;g92.70 in stamps, 1800 cigar boxes, S12,- 
000 worth of cigars. All this was sub- 
ject to conliscation.

partition or floor, and the same pass 
through a chimney of stdne or bricks and 
mortar, or bo encaacd by a rim of solid 
atone or thick mottil not loss than tbreo 
inches wide and equal in thickness to tho 
full finished thickness of the framing 
through wliich such pipes shall pass.
